We noticed last month Canon Garratt’s suggestion of the desirableness in the 
interests of Home Reunion of repealing the Act of Uniformity. Whatever may 
be the result of this suggestion, it must be left to other agencies to undertake to 
stir up public opinion on the sabject. The Evangelical Alliance professes to have 
“a more excellent way” of promoting Home Reunion, and it may not be amiss 
to emphasize this fact at the present time. However desirable it may seem to be 
to level all denominational distinctions, and to fuse, if it were possible, all the 
orthodox Christianity of our country in one common outward bond of -union, it 
must not be forgotten that this would go but little way towards promoting real 
Christian union, which must be, to be worth any thing, union of heart rather than 
anion of outward form. For this reason the Evangelical Alliance wisely takes 
things as it finds them, and without either condemning or justifying the present 
divided condition of the churches, seeks to promote the only real cure for the 
divisions of heart which exist among Christians by urging upon all the cultivation 
of Christian love. 


Professor Drummond lately drew attention to this subject in an interesting 
and attractively-written little book, ‘The Greatest Thing in the World,” a 
running commentary on St. Paul's well-known ‘‘ psalm of love” (1 Cor. xiii.), but 
in commenting on St. Paul he showed a sad lack of sympathy with St. Paul's 
teaching, for he began by saying that our fathers had taught us that faith was 
the greatest thing in the world, but they were all wrong, for love according to St. 
Paul is so. But St. Paul does not say this. What he does say is that of this 
trio of Christian graces, faith—hope—love, “‘ the greatest of these is love.” Yet 
he still accords faith the first place, and elsewhere shows that it is the only source 
from which love can spring, “ faith which worketh by love.” It may suit the 
spirit of the age to depreciate faith and to attempt to set up love in contrast and 
almost opposition to it, but this St. Paul never did. yee eee 
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so exalts faith as the first and all-important element of Christian life, and so far 
from love being treated by him as if it were a rival to faith, so that as our fathers 
gave the preference to faith we might safely give the preference to love, it were 
nearer the truth to say that what St Paul warns us against is any attempt to 
separate them. According to him faith without love is no real faith. Love if 
not proceeding from faith is no real love. ; 


We must not forget that the love whose praises are recorded by St. Paul 
“ believeth all things” and “ rejoiceth in (or with, B.V.) the truth.” Well, 
therefore, have the Evangelical Alliance, in seeking to promote Christian love, 
made it to rest on Christian truth. Not only their basis, which contains a 
summary of Christian truth, but their name ‘‘ Evangelical” involves this. It is 
an alliance of those who profess a hearty faith in Evangelical trath as set forth in 
Holy Scripture. It were lost labour to cultivate love on any other soil than this. 


arising from “ our unhappy divisions,” makes a general agreement in evangelica! 
truth an essential feature in its membership, feeling convinced that none but 
those who “have known and believed the love which God hath to us” as 
revealed in the gospel—the evangel—_of His grace, can ever be expected either to 
love Him or to love one apother. 


We publish this month two interesting and important documents relating 
to the work of the Salvation Army in Switzerland. The first is an abstract of 
the report of the Feieral Council drawn up by the President ot the Swiss 
Confederation (M. Ruchonnet), which report has been approved by the Federal 
Council. It is most fair and impartial in its tone, and, as a public document, 
is worthy of the highest praise. The other is a letter from Colonel Booth- 
Clibborn, of the Salvation Army, which contains a strong protest against the 
action of the Swiss Branch of the Evangelical Alliance for having in thei 
to the Federal Council in favour of religious liberty made certain reservations 
with regard to some of the methods adopted by the Salvation Army for which 
they are not prepared to ask unrestricted liberty. Colonel Booth-Clibborn is 
very indignant at this, calls it a ‘‘ deplorable error” on the part of the Swiss 
Committee of the Alliance, and “‘ nothing more or less than the sacrifice of the 
principle of religious liberty.” 


But the fact is that Colonel Booth-Clibborn does not see that he and the 
Swiss Government are at issue upon a definite point which cannot be evaded, and 
that is—“ Are the decrees of the Cantonal Governments, which restrict the action _ 
of the Salvation Army, legal or illegal?” He says: “The Salvation Army does - 
not go beyond the limits of the liberties guaranteed by the Constitution, and by 
standing its ground in the face of illegal decrees, and calmly, but firmly, i 
to stop doing its duty, etc.” But what says the President of the Swiss Republic ? 
“It is to maintain order that the Cantonal Governments have issued their 
decreés. These decrees are not unconstitutional. The State has a right to 
interdict certain external forms of worship when they are. the occasion 


of disorders, and ‘when they put the public peace in peril.” The President, 


however, goes on to say: “ The Federal authority has the right to examine {or 
see) if the measures of a restrictive character adopted by the Cantons are com-

The plain and distinct statement 
of the President of the Swiss Republic that the. Cantonal decrees (to which 
they object) are not unconstitutional, should take away all pretext for disobeying 
them on that ground, while the studied moderation of tone and indeed friendliness 


the Salvation Army that moderation on their part is more likely to obtain 
modification or withdrawal of the obnoxious decrees than the attitude of opposition 
to everything which does not yield to their demands. 


The Swiss Branch of the Evangelical Alliance have, through their Central 
Committee, within the past few weeks, been making praiseworthy efforts to bring 
about a modus vivendi between the Cantonal authorities and the Salvation Army. 
The Central Committee had already taken repeated action during the past seven 
years ip favour of religious liberty and on behalf of the Army; and the time 
seemed now to have come when the influence of Christian opinion might be 
brought to bear upon the leaders of the Salyation Army, so that they might be 
induced, without sacrifice of principle, so far to modify their outward demonstra- 
' tion as to avoid evan the appearance of provocation. The fact that the Federal 
Government had expressed its determination to uphold the principles of 
religious liberty, and had also manifested « ae friendly spirit towards the 


our brethren of the Salvation Army will take into consideration the feeling which

prised within the limits determined and fixed by the Constitution, and it has used 
this right several times in order to give the right of private meeting to the 
Salvationists, a liberty which ought absolutely to be guaranteed to them.” He 
farther mentions some pending appeals on other matters against decrees of the 
Cantonal authorities, which are at present engaging the attention of the Federal 
Council. 
Surely, therefore, the duty of a Christian under such circumstances is plain. 
To appeal by all means against the Cantonal decrees to that higher court, the 
Federal Council, which has the power to revise or overrule these decrees, but 
while such appeal is pending to obey the law as it at present exists. The 
Salvation Army cannot claim to constitute themselves judges of what is legal 
or not, but should obey what is for the time, until overruled by the Federal 
Council—the law of Switzerland. The words of St. Paul are clear—‘ Let every 
soul be subject unto the higher powers ;" “* Ye must need be subject, not énly for 
secured. We cordially re-echo the ee expressed by our contemporary,
